cautions 

Do not bring your tree into the house until a few 
days before Christmas. 

Get it outside afterwards, as soon as possible. 

The larger the tree the greater the hazard. Do not buy 
a larger one than you need. 

Stand the tree in water. 

Place tree so that standing or fallen it cannot block 
exits. 

Place tree as far as possible from radiators and fire¬ 
places. 

Check your Brings of lights. 

Do not connect too many strings of lights to one 
circuit. 

Do not allow electric bulbs to touch tree braches. 
Use only fireproof decorations. 

Do not allow the children to play near the tree with 
electrical toys or with clockwork toys which spark. 
Turn off the tree lights when you leave the room. 
Never leave tree lights when out.

Eighty-Three-Year-Old Chief 
Of Okanagan Indian Reserve 
Member of Ancient Order 

PENTICTON, B.C. - Eghty- 
three-year-old Chief William Krue¬ 
ger of the Okanagan Indian Re¬ 
serve, is proud of his membership 
in the Ancient Order of Jaywalk¬ 
ers, but says this does not allow 
him to walk between intersections 
on city streets. 

He said that in 1880 a bill by 
a man named Jay and known as 
the Jay-walking bill was made 
law in the United States. It gave 
Indians, Canadian and American, 
living on reservations the right to 
walk across the international 
boundary at will, taking with 
them household chattels. 

“There is no limit placed on the 
time we may stay, how much 
money we have or how much we 
spend. Before we could bring in 
goods as household chattels, but 
this has been restricted and we 
are now in the unfortunate class 
of the white man as regards to 
duties,” he said.
